have, hold and enjoy any office or offices. Civil or Military, and re- 
ceive any pay, salary, fee or wages belonging to or by reason of 
such office or place, notwithstanding he shall not receive or have 
received the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper, as in the said recited 
Clause is prescribed, without incurring any of the Penalties m said 
Act or any other Act enacted, for or in respect of his neglect of 
receiving the same :

And whereas it is not expedient that Protestants, being Members 
of the Established Church, should be subjected to any Test from 
which Protestant Dissenters are exempt ;
